Machines and animals in our day 


live and move alongside one another, 
guided by men—and behaving good 
or bad just as their masters behave. 


What we need is more of the'age- 


old practice of live and let live. 


Automobile drivers should give the 


benefit of the doubt to horses nnd 
wagons, or led animals—because they 
have to move more slowly—just as 
the courteous driver of a new. fast 
car makes traffic concessions to an 
older and slower machine. 


And as for the owners of animals, 


they too have something to do to make 
this world "bf animals-and-machines a 
comfortable place in which to live. 
They have to keep unguarded stock 
Irom running loose on highways that 
motor vehicles use. 


But the incident of which I am 


speaking was an indictment of a mo- 
torist. The farmer had a right to lead 
his horse down a public highway. He 
had a right to expect that fourist, 
knowing he was in close quarters, to 
slow down so the horse wouldn't be 
frightened.

gle" nnd a "campaign of the century." 


The 
two 
Presidential 
nominees 


themselves may havu helped unduly 
to build up an anticipation of pros- 
pective thrills. 
Governor London's 


celebrated telegram to Cleveland :iml 
President Roosevelt's Philadelphia an- 
nouncement of. a "rendezvous with 
destiny" rSad the ring of high drama. 
They were accepted by most of the 
•country as authentic prophecy of what 
was to come. 


Three,months have passed since the 


conventions.' Election 
day is just 


arotind the corner. Yet there has been 
not even a clear-cut agreement as to 
the issues, and nothfng like a joint 
debate between the candidates. No 
bombshells have awakened the echoes. 


As the curtain goes up on the final 


act, many of the cash customers arc 
grumbling. They arc wondering when 
the play is going to begin. 


Oldtimcrs Defined Dispute 


This situation is traceable in large 


part to subordination of the debate 
over the constitution, which at first 
promised to develop a "burning is- 
sue," but later was shouldered into 
the wings. That alone, however, docs 
not explain the present stale of the 
campaign. 


On almost all of the other issues, as 


well, there has been a failure to de- 
fine the question in terms that both 
sides could accept, and so come to 
straight-out dispute. 


Something of that kind always has 


been necessary in the past to .stir pop- 
ular excitement to its maximum. In 
the classic instance of the '% campaign, 
for instance, there was direct and in- 
cisive disagreement. The question was 
whether the country should adopt bi- 
metalism. The Democrats said flatly, 
Yes. 
The Republicans said 
flatly. 


No. So the show went on with fury 
and color. 


•Liberty' I* Issue 


In 1936 the country hits had, on high 


authority, at least a do/.en different 
definitions of the "paramount issue." 
Many political speeches which have 
been labeled as replies to other polit- 
ical speeches have been on replies at 
all, but merely restatements of this 
question in other terms, nr attacks on 
the opposition from an entirely new 
angle. 


Is it any wonder that much of the 


public is apathetic, or inquiring what 
the plot really is- about? 


To point out this fact is by no means 


to imply that there is no fundamental 
issue in 1936. 


Both sides, and a large part of the 


public, seem to sense that such an is- 
sue does exist: but the failure thus- 
Jar to translate it into a concrete 
proposition, understandable by every- 
one, has led inevitably to confusion 
and questioning. 


It is a further illustration of the 


complexity of the case that when they 
are pinned down to it, and a.skcd tc 
state exactly for what they are battl- 
ing, both sides reply in identic phrases: 
'•For the preservation of liberty." 


The difference is that Mr. Landon 


means liberty from what he describes 
us a meddling government at Wash- 
ington, and Mr. Roosevelt means lib- 
erty from the domination of what he 
calls "the economic royalists." 


But how is the average voter going 


to work himself into a high degree 
of hysteria over a paramount issue 
which has to be stated with paren- 
theses within parentheses, and accom- 
panied by a diagram'.'

In making 
public the report, Governor Landon 
Attributed it to the fund,

Landon with thn express stipulation 
'hat it be treated as confidential." 


Andrews said the document, which 


Governor Landon made public Wed- 
nesday in Topeka, represented merely 
the views of the fund staff member 
who prepared it, and that the commit- 
tee had not itself acted upon the ma- 
terial. 


''It- is disquieting," he added, "that 


a confidential document should have 
been given to the public in this wav 
—especially by one who aspires to the 
highest administrative position in the 
country, and in a manner which mis- 
represents its sponsorship.

Cily arc some of .the largest American 
newspapers. The Herald Tribune is 
the unofficial organ of the national 
Republican party. The morning Amer- 
ican, the morning Mirror (pictorial 
tabloid), and the evening Journal arc 
owned by William Randolph Hearst, 
bitter political foe of Mr. Roosevelt. 
Also on the Republican side is the 
morning pictorial tabloid New York 
Daily News—with the largest circula- 
tion in America—owned by the Chi- 
cago Tribune proprietors, enemies of 
the New Deal. Last among the New 
York City Republican press is the 
evening Sun, independently owned.

Senator Glass Is 


in a Bad Dilemma 


If He Takes Appropria- 
tions Post Another Gets 


Banking Authority

WASHINGTON — When Senator 


Glass of Virginia emerged recently 
from the White House he escaped 
questioning upon a certain vital mat- 
ter—whether he had . discussed with 
Mr. Roosevelt the subject of which 
senate committee he would head, ap- 
propriations or banking. 


By virtue of his seniority, Glass can 


be chairman of cither the appropria- 
tions committee or the banking and 
currency committee. Since 1933 he has 
headed the appropriations committee 
and since many years before that has 
lieaded as well a sub-committee of 
the banking committee which dealt 
with such important legislation as the 
1935 banking act. 


Glass Faces Dilemma 


Glass himself is confronted with 


dilemm.a. He takes legislating very 
seriously. As an instance, he didn't 
like the 1935 banking bill in the form 
submitted by the administration and 
compelled his sub-committee to spend 
several months rewriting it. 


Now he faces this situation. As a 


frequent critic of New Deal spending 
he can wield a powerful influence as 
appropriations chairman, particularly 
if the election should turn toward the 
"right," thus fortifying his own posi- 
tion as a conservative. 


But if he heads the appropriations 


committee, the banking and currency 
chairmanship goes to liberal minded 
Senator Wagner of New York, second 
to Glass to succeed the late Senator 
Fletcher. 


Last session Wagner fought for a 


comprehensive housing bill. He lost,

Thee olor of his face indicates to 


some extent the amount of blood 
reaching his brain. If his face is very 
pale, his head should be kept lowered 
until the facial color improves. If, on 
the other hand, his face is extremely 
red, it may be desirable to keep his 
head raised. 


A person who has fainted should 


have plenty of fresh, cool air. Cold 
water may be applied to the face or 
chest as a stimulant to recuperative 
action, or he may be made to inhale 
smelling salts. 


The usual first-aid remedy, found 


in most family medicine chests, is a 
half teaspoonful of aromatic spirits of 
ammonia, given in water. 


A person who has fainted should be 


kept quiet and should not be allowed 
to get up until the doctor is sure that 
everything is satisfactory. 


A second attack may be fatal, par- 


ticularly when unconsciousness and 
fainting is caused by an injury to the 
brain or the heart.

My intention was merely to call at- 
tention to the fact that kindness can 
be a standard for success, as well as 
ruthlessness. A|nd I believe, aside 
from the verities, that it is going to be 
a concrete policy for the future that 
we cannot disregard in child guidance. 


Above all things let us make cour- 


tesy our watchword. Have the chil- 
dren stop saying unpleasant things 
about each other or anyone else. Let 
us watch our tongues at home. Let us 
stop thinking of the successful with 
bitterness, and imagining that all of 
them are mean, and proud and crafty. 


: Our leadership is everything to the 
1 children.

To the uninitiated, it might appear 


that everything depended on which 
side oUt-rxhorted the other in these 
crucial final weeks. Actually, there 
are many practical politicians who 
wonder how often this outward noise 
r.nd excitement really has had much 
to do with the result. 


There af-e at least two good reasons 


for doubting the value of the final'pre- 
election crash and drums anil brass, 
in terms of votes. 


One is the demonstrated fact that, 


under present-day conditions, only a 
small percentage of the voters remain 
open to conviction in the last weeks of 
the campaign. The other Is the prac- 
tical truth that in any close election it 
is not the noise on the Surface but tho 
organization work underneath which 
wins. 


Decided Before Campaign 


Looking back over the past quarter- 


ccntury, it is quite apparent in retro- 
spect that every Presidential election 
in that period suve possibly one wns 
decided no later than the beginning of 
the campaign. 


The loser in each instance was a de- 


feated man before he began the race, 
and the best he was able to do wns to 
reduce somewhat the margin of his 
loss. 


Yet not one of these defeated can- 


didates failed to have rousing cam- 
paign meetings toward the end. Each 
stirred his listeners to noisy demon- 
stration, but mo.stly they turned out to 
be listeners who were for him before 
he started to speak. 


The unfluctuating character of the 


various polls of 1936 would indicate 
that this year is no exception. In al- 
most every c;isc the change in stand- 
ing from week to week hns varied only 
in such degree as might result from 
natural accidents. 


The polls do not agree one with an- 


other, being based on different meth- 
ods and different principles; but that 
is beside- the point. They do show 
roughly the note-counts taken under 
a given set of circumstances or in a 
given locality have turned out about 
the same whether they were conduct- 
ed early or late in the campaign. 


They indicate little shifting around, 


which in turn indicates that nearly 
all cf the voters made up their minds 
long ago. 


Work Important This Year 


Nor do the practical men of politics 


put great faith in the potency of pub- 
lic campaigning, among that minor per- 
centage of voters who still remain un- 
decided. 


It is the enthusiasts who pack po- 


litical meetings. The more indiferent 
staya t home from the parades, and 
they also stay away from the polls in 
fireal numbers on election day. By 
and large, they can be reached only 
by private persuasion and individual 
attention. 


To capture that elusive percentage 


requires close organization down in 
the precincts, rather than oratory. 
Rather than frenzied shouting b'efore- 
hand, it requires a definite assurance 
that every favorable vote can be 
brought to the ballot box. The public 
ballyhoo may be more exciting, but 
no competent political manager will 
let it divert his attention from the 


serWto work down in the tm» 


tUTinols. 


In 1936, ^specially, this serious butt*

Warns Against Disaster 


of Woods Fires 


The Autumn season is here. This Is 


(he season when Nature blankets the 
face of the enrth with a proteclloc 
cover of dead vegetation. This btam 
ket of dead herbs and leaves is the" 
best protection 
of all against will 


erosion and excessive water run off. 
; 


It not only conserves soil and 'witter 


but improves the physical and chem-; 
leal properties of the soil to such tin 
extent that tangible values of plant 
growth ore greatly increased wher- 
ever the litter is undisturbed and al- 
lowed to decay, according to H. C. 
Mitchell, regional forester of the Soil 
Conservation Service. Unfortunately 
this protective cover Is inflammable 
nnd exposed to many fire hazords. 


Soil and water losses are increased 


and the productive capacity of the 
soil decreased on hundreds of acres of 
land in the Bodcaw Creek Project 
Area every year by woods and grass 
fires. Approximately 85 per cent of 
the woods fires," according to the U 
S. Department of Agriculture, are pre- 
ventable in that they arc started by 
human agencies. The remaining 15 per 
cent of the fires could be prcventec 
from burning a very large acreage ii 
some effort was expended to control 
them. 


The Soil Conservation Service if 


definitely committed to fire preven- 
tion and control on the land of farm- 
ers co-operating with the Service in 
(he Bodcaw Creek project area. 


Farmers in this area arc urged to do 


all in their power to prevent fires and 
to control fires once they arc started.

It's HlRh Time U. Bring Home Plight 


Faced by House maid 


It is a strange paradox thnt you can 


plan your life by schedule if you type 
letters or teach geography for a liv- 
ing, but you have to go along on the 
tide if you wash cups and saucers and 
make beds. 
Especially if they are 


come one else's cups and saucers that 
you, wash with somebody else's soap- 
flakes in somebody else's kitchen. 


No wonder girls who are engaged 


in domestic science arc sounding a 
plea for. a definite code of service. 
Tliis letter is indicative of their at- 
titude: 


"Because I'm interested in home- 


making, food products and the other 
interests that go with the upkeep of a 
home, I went into domestic service in- 
stead of becoming a bookkeeper as my 
sister did. She has her own hours and 
a certain respect from the community. 
Yet I work much harder than she doe.s 
and really make more money than 
she docs. Why shouldn't 1 share an 
equal social position and an equal right 
to some leisure? Why?" 


Should Have Regular Hours 


You should. After all, it is just as 


noble to make a cake as it is to write a 
song or add up a list of numbers in a 
ledger. Just because you work be- 
tween household walls doesn't mean 
that you should have a .succession of 
nevcrcnding tasks. Housework should 
be organized as well as office work. 


You have every right to rebel be- 


cause you arc accorded a lower status 
than your sister. Any work that is 
clean and .decent is honorable. Ever 
since there have been poets and clergy 
and men who love well-ordered homes, 
they have sung the praises of women's 
work of home-making. 
There are 


rulers in the world today who arc 
trying to direct a great exodus from 
the offices and schools to the kitchens. 


Hnmcmaker Versus Domestic 


It is ironical to be forced to bslicvc, 


as we must, that home making tasks 
are considered less honorable when 
performed by those who arc paid in 
money for llu-ir accomplishment than 
by those who minister in homes of 
their own. 


Undoubtedly the secret 
of 
this 


strange phenomenon conies in the fact 
(that society bus a profound respect 
| for organisation and the domestic ser- 
vice has always been at loose ends. 


Although no woman or man has a 


right to force another person into ut- 
ter sublimation just because he or she 
is on the payroll, those who are en- 
gaged in domestic service- frequently 
find that they work around the clock. 
True, there are gracious, kind em- 
ployers who grant privileges and make 
few demands, but unfortunately there 
are many who think that housework 
should not call a ball when the clock 
.strikes an appointed hour. It is be- 
cause of this group that the maids feel 
the need of banding together. 


How could any rules be enforced to 


see that women employed in homes 
gel ,1 square deal, the question rises? 
After all, a man's home is his castle. 
The Magna Charta established it as 
such. 
Within its walls, palatial or 


humble, he rides supreme, and it isn't 
anybody'!' business if he goes to bed 
ul 9 o'clock or reads till 7. 


Not until all people are kind and 


considerate and fair, not until man's 
inhumanity to man is as antiquated 
as the curly stone age, will we be able 
to do away with supervision in the 
relationships 
of 
the 
human race. 


Therefore, the true must suffer with 
the untrue, the just with the unjust. 


Just the same, a question of para- 


mount interest arises if the house- 
maids' union should become a reality. 
It is wiser to let the law invade man's 
home to see that he docs right by the 
girl who bakes the bread and answers 
the doorbell, or is it better to trust to 
bis decency and honor and let the do- 
mestic drama, within his own 
four 


walU be sucrcu to him? 


It is this interference with personal 


freedom on the purl of the employers 
thai makes organization difficult for 
the domestic workers. Just the same, 
it is a problem that deeply concerns a 
multitude1 of women.

Hat Still Fits 


Despite all this, Mr. Burns' hat still 


fits. True, he's moved out of his ?27.50 
apartment to a larger one, but the new 
place isn't overrun with servants and 
[here's no swimming pool in the back- 
yard. He drives his own popular- 
make car, shuns expensive Hollywood 
night clubs, docs not pay over $30 for 
his suits, and leads a quiet and normal 
life. 


Bob's good fortune climaxes a check- 


ered career. His sudden film fame- 
was preceded by 20 unfruitful years 
as a vaudeville trouper, peanut raiser, 
civil engineer, silver polish salesman, 
carnival barker and orchestra leader.
